as possible, of the expenditures for

the time the present administration 
has had charge of affairs, 
in order 
that you may understand me clearly,

I beg that you will bear in mind 
that 
there 
are 
two 
*‘funds’’ 
or 
sources from 
w hence money s are 
derived for 
support, 
m aintenance 
and improvement of the peniten­ 
tiary, viz. : 


First, from 
“ Earnings Missouri 
Penitentiary,” which 
are 
moneys 
collected by the warden from co n ­ 
tractors for labor of convicts, from 
the United States for keeping co n ­ 
victs sentenced by federal courts, 
from sale of brick made at the peni­ 
tentiary brick yard and for stone 
taken from the penitentiary quarry, 
etc. 
The warden, as required by 
law, 
deposits these collections in 
the state treasury monthly, to the 
credit of a “ special fund” or a c ­ 
count designated on the books as 
“ Earnings Missouri Penitentiary.” 
Second, from appropriations for 
«‘Missouri Penitentiary, Support o f ” 
out of the general revenue fund, the 
.moneys of which arise from taxation. 
The law requires the warden, un­ 
der the direction of the board of 
penitentiary inspectors, to use the 
moneys collected and appropriated 
from “ Earnings” to pay all the ex­ 
penses of the institution, as far as 
they will go. 
T he 
moneys 
appropriated 
for 
*£jdissouri penitentiary, support of” 
can only be used to pay such ex­ 
penses of the institute as cannot 
be met by the 
moneys 
collected 
from “ Earnings.” 
In short, 
not a 
dollar of the tax-payers’ money can 
be 
used 
as long as there is any 
money in the treasury to the credit 
of the “ Earnings” account. 
As the appropriations are made 
by the general assembly biennially, 
I shall give you the figures of ex­ 
penditures for periods covering two 
years together, viz, for 1889 90 and 
1891-92. 
In 1889 the legislature appropri­ 
ated for support and improvements 
of the penitentiary in 
1889 90 the 
sum of $375,000 out 
of 
earnings 
and 
$175,000 out of the general 
revenue 
fund (Missouri penitenti­ 
ary, support of). 
T h e books show that during 1889- 
90 the warden collected $386,947.1 o 
for earnings, but as the appropri­ 
ation for those two years was only 
¿575,000, the sum of 
811,947.10 
could not be drawn, but reverted to 
the state treasury. 
T he 8375,000 
was expended for feeding, clothing, 
guarding, etc., 1,700 to 1,800 con ­ 
victs during 1889-90. but being in­ 
sufficient to pay all the expenses of 
the institution, it was necessary to 
draw $130,210.74 out of the other 
appropriation,

Not only are new cases break­ 
ing out every day among the steerage 
passengers of the ill-fated Normannia 
and Rugia, the former of whom are on, 
Hoffman island, but it has now settled 
w ell among the crew of the big ex press 
steamer who are now on board. 
If any - 
thing can be added to the horror of the 
situation it is the fact that the cabin 
passengers, who have been free from 
any sign of the disease, are kept like 
rats in a trap inclosed w ithin the sides 
of the steamer w ith the cholera raging 
alongside them. 
No ship to put them on, no place 
where I can land them ,” say s the health 
officer, w hile the agents whose duty it 
IS to see the passengers cared for say 
nothing. 
Dr. J enkins has made strenu­ 
ous ex ertions to obtain a place to put 
the well passengers, but up to the pres­ 
ent he has been iinsuceessful. 
Yester­ 
day he thought he had every thing ar­ 
ranged. 
On his return from the lower 
bay , where he had been w ith ex -Sur- 
geon-General 
Hamilton 
to visit the 
site of the encampment, Dr. J enkins 
announced to the reporters that all ar­ 
rangem ents had been made. Every thing 
appeared to be plain sailing, but a gen­ 
tlem an who.se friends were on 
the 
steamer had shown the correspondent 
of the Associated press a telegram to 
Austin Corbin from Secretary Tracy , 
stating that the use of Sandy Hook had 
been refused.

cholera is c] )idemic.

were present were earnest and sin­ 
cere in desiring the early

tio n of the ])roposed road and will­ 
ing to g o to work at o nce to se­ 
cure it. 
May o r Stevens called the m eet­ 
ing to order, spo ke briefly of the 
impo rtance of the matter in hand 
and o f the great benefit the pro po s­ 
ed line would be to Sedalia. 
Dr. H. W. Wo o d was called to 
the 
chair and Mr. J . L. Tho rnto n 
was elected secretary . 
Col. O. A. Crandall, the presi­ 
dent o f 
the 
Springfield, Sedalia, 
Marshall 
and 
No rthern 
railroad 
co mpany , then addressed the meet­ 
ing, ex plaining in detail the work 
the co mpany had do ne and what it 
now pro po sed to acco mplish. 
The 
ultimate purpose, and the 
ho pe of the co mpany , is that the 
pro po sed line shall be a part of a 
grand trunk line from Duluth to the 
(iulf of Mex ico . 
Col. Crandall said the co mpany 
■was organized more than a y ear ago, 
but o win g to the sickness of Presi­ 
dent Bush no thing was do ne the 
first y ear ex cept to make the sur- 
ve> and prepare the profiles. 
This work had been co mpleted 
and sho wed that the line wo uld be 
a cheap o ne to build, and statistics 
eno ug h bad been gathered 
to show 
that the road would ])ay from the 
first y ear. 
A few mo nths ag o the bo ard of 
directors elected the speaker presi­ 
dent and since that time many co n ­ 
ferences have been had with rail­ 
road builders, all of who m agreed 
that the road wo uld pay when built 
and in operatio n. 
So me time ago, Gen. Drake, a 
g entleman largely interested in Io wa 
roads, had arranged a co nference 
between the directo rs of the pro ­ 
po sed road and Russell Sage, 
of 
New York. 
□ The directors went to New York, 
had a co nference with Sage and 
o thers and fo und capitalists ready 
and willing to put their mo ney in 
the enterprise, pro vided the peo ple 
alo ng the line sho wed friendliness 
for and co nfidence in the project. 
Finally , the directo rs had held a 
meeting and ag reed to make this 
pro po sitio n to the various co unties 
throug h which the road is to pass: 
That the road will be built if the 
citizens 
alo ng 
the 
line will take 
sto ck to the amo unt o f $28 0,000 
and g ive the right o f way . 
The amo unt asked for has been 
appo rtio ned 
as 
fo llo ws :

$100,000,

The amo unt is no t asked for as a

There is to be no mo ney paid until 
the road is co mpleted and in o pera­ 
tion, when one-third o f the amount 
beco m es due ; o ne-third is due one 
y eai later, and the remaining third 
in two y ears from the co mpletio n 
o f the road. 
Col. Crandall said it to o k a great 
deal o f hard work to build railroads, 
but he felt sure it the amo unt asked 
for w^as subscribed, co ntracts could 
be made and the road built at once. 
Indeed the co mpany already had 
several ofiers from parties who are 
ready to take the co ntract o n the 
terras pro po sed. 
Mr. Mo ses tho ught the pro po si­ 
tio n was a fair o ne and should be 
accepted. 
The terms are easy . We

'Fhe 
most 
violent and 
fatal Asiatic cho lera that ever raged 
in America 
swiftly traversed the 
co ntinent and a])peared in St. Louis 
in 18 32. 
The present scourge re­ 
sembles, 
in 
many 
res[)ects, 
the 
scourge of 18 32, 
which 
reaching 
Fmgland in the summer of 
18 31, 
and lingering through a mild winter, 
spread alarmingly in the spring of 
18 32 through Great Britain and this 
country . 
At that tinitt the city o f St. Lo uis 
was in an ex cellent sanitary co ndi­ 
tion. 
Streets and ho me premises 
had been cleaned, and by prudent 
care 
the 
peo ple 
enjo y ed 
g o o d 
health. 
But the 
atmo sphere had 
beco me saturated with the deadly 
bacillus and all precautio n seemed 
to have been in vain. 
It first broke 
out amo ng the soldiers statio ned at 
the outskirts of the city , and a great 
panic immediately fo llo wed, many 
citizens seeking refuge 
in remote 
parts 
of 
the 
state and country . 
The 
scourge 
lasted 
six weeks. 
During its heig ht twenty and thirty 
deaths a day were co mmo n o ccur­ 
rences, 
and 
when 
it 
had disap­ 
peared one in every twelve citizens 
had died. 
The fo llo wing y ear wit­ 
nessed greater fatalities. 
In 18 49 
it revisited St. Lo uis with fearful 
co nsequences. 
Business and traffic 
were 
almost 
suspended, and the 
co nsternatio n and panic were a p ­ 
palling. 
An interesting incident in co nnec­ 
tion with this panic is found in the 
fact that the people, at the sug g es­ 
tion o f city phy sicians, 
g ave up 
veg etable fo o d and g o ig ed them­ 
selves with the strongest of meats. 
An ordinance was passed pro hibit­ 
ing the sale o f vegetables. 
Deaths 
increased at such an alarming rate 
that the ordinance was repealed. 
Deaths reached i6 o a day , and be­ 
tween April 30 and August 6 , 4 ,06 0 
died. 
'Fhe 
dread 
pestilence 
left 
death and deso lation in its pathway . 
The stoutest and most able bodied 
persons were attacked and reduced 
in a few hours to skin and bones. 
Acco rding to Rader’s acco unt the 
dead were thrown unceremo nio usly 
into pits, and wo men often buried 
their own dead. 
Such sulfering 
develo ped 
many 
self-sacrificing heroes; amo ng them 
was Dr. Lewis F. Linn, whose noble 
co nduct 
in caring for the sick so 
endeared him to the hearts of the 
peo ple

he 
received the ap­ 
pointment to represent the state in 
the Lnited States senate, his pre­ 
decesso r having died from cholera. 
His fame was not confined lo Mis­ 
souri.

MtriiiCH, Sept. 5.—Prof. Schwenriiger, 
one of the most celebrated doctors in 
Berlin and phy sician in ordinary to 
lYince Bismarck, in a talk upon the 
subject of cholera, says: 
“ The plague 
this y ear follows the march of the great 
epidemics. 
It attacks Europe by the 
north and not by the south. 
It was 
bound, then, to reach Hamburg, since 
the authorities of Russia in Europe 
took no steps to stop it. The English 
officials in India took proper precau» 
tionary measures. 
“ There ought to be an international 
hy gienic commission established. That 
is the way to kill the cholera. It must 
be stamped out on the spo t Other 
measures are useless. I do not under­ 
stand the complaints made against the 
authorities 
at 
Hamburg. 
Nobody 
knows ex actly when disease becomes 
epidemic in certain European capitals. 
Although for some months there have 
been daily cases of cholera thedoctors did 
not say it was epidemic. Why, then, 
should the phy sicians of Hamburg bave 
cried ‘All is lost’ when they had only 
ten cases? Almost all the measures 
taken at the moment when the epidemic 
broke out were illusory . 
When y ou are 
disinfecting a room with plenic acid 
throw it only in the place where th e in­ 
valid is. 
It is not likely that th e bae- 
cilli will be propagated after th e disin­ 
fection. 
“On e o f th e first th in gs is to make a 
cit}’’ th o ro u gh ly wh o leso me. 
Peo p le 
o u gh t to be made mo re carefu l in a city 
like Hambu rg, wh ere all kin ds o f refu se 
an d filth are th ro wn in to th e water an d 
wh ere sewerage do es n o t ex ist. 
Abo u t 
30,000 p erso n s ilwell in cellars an d liv e 
o n fish . 
All ep idemic in su ch ca.stis is 
in ev itable an d it is almo st imp o ssible 
to p rev en t it ru n n in g th ro u gh Ger­ 
man y . 
“It is o n ly in h ealth y p laces, clean 
to wn s an d amo n g th o well n o u rish ed 
th at th e malady will amo u n t to little. 
In th at case th ere may be a few ch o lera 
cases, bu t n o t th o u san ds, as in Ham­ 
bu rg. If y o u lio co me ill drin k as h o t as 
ev er y o u can gro g, camo mile tea, n o 
matter wh at, p ro v ided it is h o t. 
Th en 
if y o u r limbs gro w co ld p lu n ge in to a 
steamin g h o t batli. 
Sh o u ld th ese p ro ­ 
du ce n o effect th en p u t y o u rself in th e 
h an ds o f Go d, fo r th o se are th e o n ly 
remedies kn o wn to be efficacio u s. 
“ The doctors can do nothing. 
But 
don’t be afraid of cholera. Those only 
are afraid who live in dirty towns and 
who have not tried to ameliorate the 
condition of the cholera. 
Having neg­ 
lected what they ought to have done 
they have prepared the way for epi­ 
demics.”

The first syiu| )toms of cholefa are 
generally painless 
diarrhea 
for a 
time 
varying from an hour to a 
couple of days, followed by vom it­ 
ing. 
'The skin grows cold by de­ 
grees, great debility cofnes on and 
cramps 
attacks 
the 
limbs. 
The 
temperature 
of different parts of 
the body varies to a surprising de­ 
gree. and finally comes on the fatal 
collapse 
with its 
horrible 
thirst, 
oppression 
in 
breathing, 
loss of 
voice, 
supression 
of 
the natural 
secretion, 
disappearance 
of 
all 
pulse, cold, blue 
skin and freez­ 
ing breath. 
Death 
occurs on an 
average in eighteen hours, but in the 
cholera plagues of India the march 
of the disease has been 
so swift 
that in ten minutes after the first 
symptoms were shown death 
re­ 
sulted. 
Sometimes before the skin 
grows icy 'a reaction takes 
place 
and the patient has a lease on life. 
Recovery

THE PEST SHIPS. 


íHirther Outbreak of Cholera on 
Quarantined. V essels. 


SALOON PASSENGERS 
IN 
TERROR. 


The 
Dead Taken to Swlnbarne Island 
and Cremated—Dr. J enkins Takes 
Further Steps to Intercept 
Incomini; Vessels. 


Quarantine 
, S. I., Sept. 5.—On board 
the plague stricken Hamburg-American 
line ^ of 
steamships the Normannia, 
Rugia and Morav ia there is much ex­ 
citement caused by the spread of the 
cholera scourge. 
During the twenty-four hours ending 
at 3 p. m. there were three deaths on 
the Normannia, six new cases among 
the steerage passengers and two among 
the crew. 
Two of the Rugia’s patients 
hav e died and the three-year-old boy 
aboard the Morav ia who was stricken on 
Friday has also been numbered among 
the dead. 
More deaths are expected 
and if there existed any doubt that the 
disease aboard these v essels was not 
cholera it has been dismissed now. 
In 
the lower bay the passengers aboard 
the quarantined v essels welcomed a 
mUd summer morning, which was ac­ 
companied by a cold breeze from the 
north. Time hung heav ily on their 
hands, and precisely the same condi­ 
tions prev ailed on shore at the upper 
quarantine boarding station among all 
who were on ships anchored there 
awaiting dev elopments. And the dev el­ 
opments came soon enough. 
bhortly after 13 o’clock the news 
spread through the Normannia that 
more deaths had occurred and others 
had been stricken with the disease. 
The cabin passengers who had been so 
JoUy all the morning became panic 
stricken. They cried out against being 
confined in a pest ship and the ladies 
on board of the v essel were in a state 
oi great terror. 
Their fears were re­ 
liev ed to a certain extent, howev er, 
by the 
remov al 
of the 
steerage 
passengers to Hoffman island. 
The 
commissioner describes the feeling pre­ 
v ailing among the passengers as of a 
heartrending character. 
There was 
some doubt among the passengers up to 
this time as to the presence of the dread 
disease on board the steamer, but the 
deaths and new cases which occurred 
brought terror to the brav est hearts on 
board of the infected v essel and they now 
fully recognize that the grim specter of 
cholera is really in their midst. 
Dr. J enkins arose early and an hour 
before noon left for the lower bay on 
the cutter State of New York. 
He was 
accompanied by the quarantine com­ 
missioners. 
Late in the afternoon CJom- 
missioner Allen returned with the dis­ 
heartening news from the stricken v es- 
Bele, leav ing the health officer down the 
bay. Dr. J enkins did not return during 
the day, abut sent on shore a tele­ 
graphic dispatch ordering the pest boat 
Pranklin Edson to proceed to the 
stricken ships at once. 
She w ill proba­ 
bly remain there until the cholera is 
stamped ont effectually. On her arriv al 
Dr. Talmadge, who was on duty at ear­ 
ly morning, decided that the dead bo 
rtmoved to Swi nburne i sl and 
and there 
(â remate<L 
Dr. J enkins early in the day saw the 
adv isability of establishing a perman­ 
ent headquarters in the lower bay from 
which to Ix^rd incoming ships, and ac­ 
cordingly ordered the hospital ship 
S. 
D. Carlton to be towed down in the 
horseshoe, which is 
strip of water 
directly north of Sandy Hook. 
The Hamburg-American Ca was ad­ 
v ised of the step taken in regard to its 
v essels, and a tug was sent to Hoff­ 
mann island, loaded with prov isions. 
Dr. J enkins’ v isits to the Eugia and Mo­ 
rav ia were short. He also v isited the 
hospital islands and in the afternoon 
sev eral officials 
of the New York 
city health department steamed down 
the bay on a tug to see him. 
The po­ 
lice patrol reported early in the day for 
duty and warned all passing v essels to 
keep a safe distance. 
Masters of v es­ 
sels of all descriptions began to realize 
the grav ity of the situation, and gav e 
the pest ships a wide berth.

S ar at og a , N. Y ., Sept. 5 .—The last 
day 's session of the Social Science con­ 
vention was devote<l to iiii interesting 
line of discMission upon tiie “ Sweating 
Sy stem in Europe and America.” The 
most interesting paper of the day was 
th at read by II. S. Wadlin, labor com­ 
missioner of M assachusetts, who spoke of 
the sweating sy stem in vog ue in that 
state. 
He said the sy stem is contined 
ehieily to the manufacture of cloth­ 
ing , of which 825,1)00,000 worth is 
inadti each y i'ar, 9 0 per iHuit. un­ 
der tin* sweating sy stem. 
One-half of 
the work is done in M assachusetts and 
Maine, and the rest in New Hampshire 
and New Jer.sey . 
Jn Boston the work 
is mainly contined to finishing , while in 
New York it consists in the entire inak- 
ing of a g arm ent in family apartments. 
The amount of work Ix dng sent to New 
York by Boston contractor.s is increas- 
ing . ^ Among the employ es persons of 
foreig n birth larg ely predominate. The 
contract sy stem is not in itself so ob­ 
jectionable, and the evils 
only occur 
when unsenipuious 
contractors 
under­ 
take to do the work for les.s than living 
wages. 
To make a profit he employ s 
men 
who 
for 
wages get a .sort 
of 
royalty upon 
the 
amount 
of 
work they can driv e their 
slav es 
to do in a day. 
The work is done in 
some instances by the piece, hours of 
labor are disregarded, and the family 
employed eat, sleep and work in the 
same rooms, thus sav ing the contractor 
shop hire and factory regulations. 
In 
New York the sweating system has not 
passed beyond the germinal stage and 
by no means reached the proportions it 
! has in Massachusetts. 
The Oonditions 
which make sweating possible are what 
it is desirable to remedy, and they are: 
1. The method of employraesit, includ­ 
ing method of superintendence. 2. The 
status of the work.

I had not expected it would 
be that way. 
I had supposed, vears 
ago when I first drifted in from the 
backwoods county where I grew up, 
that newspaper men were 
an im ­ 
pecunious lot of fellows, shiftless as 
well, vain in a way but in no wise 
truly proud, and farther that they 
would prefer i)atronage 
bestowed 
for the purpose of bribing them or 
saving them from the poor house to 
that which was given as a legitimate 
investment looking for profitable re­ 
turns. 
I was wrong. 
Nor am I to be 
condemned for being in the wrong, 
for it was and still largely is a popu­ 
lar fallacy accounted for, in some 
measure,by a few men in the business 
who are of that character, and fur­ 
ther by the fact that the human na­ 
ture generally does not like to con­ 
cede a virtue in another not pos­ 
sessed by itself. The popular weak­
